The Bucket Brigade Makes a Manig Pight with the 
E'ements in the Barning vi: y—The Damage 
4we Hundred Theusand Dollars, Kaif 
Covered by Iasurance— The L .sses.

Carro, April 7.— Nubar Pasha has consented 
to suspend his resignation until the English 
government gives its decision in regard tothe 
relative powers of Egypiian ministers and 
Nogiish officials.

We have 
alaw against blasphemy, but sometimes the 
airislurid with imprecation. We- have a 
law against theft, but all your jails are full of 
burglars and highwaymen. There is a law 
against murder, but we have three murderers 
bhowin Raymond street jail and scores of 
them inthe United States prisons. Since 
we have not been able to stop these evils of 
theft and arson and blasphemy and murder. 
why not compromise the matter. and for a 
high license give certain men all the priri- 
lege of stealing and swearing and massacre. 
Get ready your excise commissioners—five or 
ten thousand dollars for the business of theft. 
Let us put an end io these 
smal! scoundrels who have genius 
enough only to steal house mats or postage- 
stamps, or chocolate drops and confine the 
business to those who. having paid $10,000 for 
genteel robbery can abscond with $50,000 
from a Newark bank, or by watering the 
stock of a railroad company steal $200,000 at 
one clip. I would put a very bigh license on 
it, Say $10,000, for they could seuon iuxe it 
up. We are fearfully opposed to sneak 
thieves, and wharf-rats, and tup penny 
scoundrels, but all hail to million-doilar ras- 
cais. 5o also let us by high license put down 
blasphemy, for your present laws against it 
are not successful. Let usshut up the gieat 
masses of the foul-mouthed, and by a high 
license of $10.000 let a few men do ail the 
Swearing in the community. Let us select, 
Say @ hundred, of the most impulsive men 
of your cities, men of the highest tempers 
and hottest tongue and the most spiteful 
against God and decency, and add to the 
number the speaker of the New Jersey legis- 

lature whose addresses were so interlarded 
with oaths a few days ago that the printers, 

who never swear themselves, had to put 
blanks into every sentence to indicate where 
the Oaths camein. Let these especially dele- 
gated men fora high license of $10,000 per 
year be allowed to do all the profanity, and 

have full sweep while we put down and 
sweep out of community with besom of de- 

struction those who swear ona small scale, 

and all those who have never got beyond 
“By George,”’ ‘My stars,’ or ‘“‘Darn it.’ So 
aiso let murder be hindered. Present law 

does not avail.- Murders on Long Island! 

Murders in Illinois. Murders in Pennsylvania. 

Murders allover. The vast majority of the 
perpetrators escape. The defense proves an 

aiibi or saysthat the deed was done under 
emotional insanity. The court-room is 

crowded with sympathisers and when acquit- 

ted he is followed down the street by a crowd 

who meditate sending him to congress. The 

only way you will have putan end to mur- 

der in this country is by a high licensetoa 

few men to manage the whole business. This 

common herd of astassins who do their work 

with car-hooks and dull knives and Paris 

green, must be put down and let a few ex- 

perts who can do the thing without pain and 

by chlorofarm or flash of bull-dog revolver. 

gently putting the victim out of his earthly 

misfortunes—let them have all the business. 

Of course that license ought to be as high as 

$20,000 because the perquisites of gold watches 

and money safes and piethoric pocket-books 

would soon pay the high license and leave a 

handsome sum for net profit. 

You see at a glance, ali irony aside, that if 
rum selling is right we all ought to have the 
privilege of enjoying it, and if it be wrong 
$5,000,000 paid down in hard cash as a yearly 
license ought to purchase immunity. Is it 
common sense that one business should have 
the right to despoil all other businessif it 
pay aspecial tax? A great northern manu- 
facturing company recently established them- 
When asked why they: lo- 
cated there, their answer was ‘Because this 
township voted to have no liquor sold.’ That 
honest manufacturer discovered what we all 
know, that the rum selling business hurts 
every other business, If the millions of dol- 
lars that go every year for rum were expend- 
ed in heaithful directions, there would come 
a boom of commercial and agricultural and 
manufacturing prosperity 150 per cent greater 
than this country ever saw. The money that 
goes for drink and has noresult except ill 
health and pauperism andcrime would go 
for clothing, for books, for education, for 
homesteads, for horses and carriages, for 
farms, for life insurance, for the 10,000 com- 
forisand adornnients and luxuries of life. 
You who get $2 a day for wages, would get $4 
You who get a salary of $1,000 « year, Would 
get $3,000. You who receive $10,000 a year, 
would receive $20000. Therum seller this 
moment has his clutch on the throat of every 
man. in America. You have to pay 
for his damnable work by your honest sweat 
and by the deprivation of your households of 
many advantages. When will the working 
classes rise up against this incubus 
and decree to keep at home the dri- 
velle and pothouse politicians of Albany and 
Harrisburg legislature who vote down prohi- 
bition and vote up high license. I wish the 
Lord in His mercy would give our rulers in 
these Atlantic*states one hourof the swarthy | 
and magnificent courage of thelowa legislature 
which had the moral force to pass an out and 
out prohibitory law, and whose governor had 
the grace to sign it. Lead on, O western 
state, in thegloricus work of our country’s 
emancipation! Among the last to come will 
be our beloved state of New York, but come 
she will. After a few more thousands of our 
best homes shall have been destroyed by this 
rum traffic and a few more hundreds of 
thousands of our best intellects and hearts 
shall have been sacrificed, and our distilleries 
have for a few more years insulted.the heay- 
ens with their uprolling stench, the tide will 
turn and all good men and women wil! to- 
gether rise and laying hold upon Almighty 
strength hur! down into ihe perdition from 
which it smoked up, this swelling and putre- 
fying curse of nations. 


Peopiein this region talk as though high 
license had never been tried. It has been 


tried again and again, and always bas been a 
flat failure. It was tried in Missouri under 
what was called the Downinglaw. A promi- 
nent paper of St. Louis, Missouri, says: “We 
have now in this city some 1,500 high hceense 
saloons, and if there is one man in St. Louts 
whois able to see the good results of high 
license which its friends promised us, we 
want tointerview him. If there is any good 
in high license, if it reduces ihe evils of drink 
to a minimam, we are ready to publish it. 
We Enow that many good, honest temperance 
men favored the passage of the Downing law. 
Will they point out to us any good it has ac- 
complished or is likely ever to accomplish, or 
confess that they have been disappointed?’ 
It was tried in Nebraska under what was 
ealied the Slocumb law, at. a $1000 license. 
A prominent citizen, requested to give his 
opinion in regard to it, says: ‘“You ask, ‘Has 
high license diminished drunkenness?’ Not 
in the slightest degree. Drunkenness is 
steadily on the increaee. This vice, as all 
other vices which government fosters, grows 
continualiy. High license, as far as dimin- 
ishing drunkenness is concerned, does noth- 
ing of the kind. Mark this well. I would 
repeat in thuuder tones -if I could, it does 
nothing of the kind. Gambiing, consequent 
upon high license, bas fearfully increased, 
The saloon keeper must have, in many cases, 
a gambling annex in order to make his busi- 
ness pay a profit under the high license sys- 
tem. |

The negro 
in charge said he was engaged to pilot the Shoters 
to Cape Florida, and that in rgunding Fort Taylor, 
Augero, with a drawn pistol, toid him he must 
take the party to the Cuban coas'. On approaching 
near Cardenas, Augero directed the pilot to land 
abreast of a plantation then in sight where 

orses cougd be procured. This was 
done, and the party reached 
the beach. The pilot then p:tto sea, but before 
getting clean off the land he saw an extensive fire, 
and thinks the plantation bui di cys were burned. 
The negro’s story isdoubted. The captain of the 
revenue cuiter, George 8. Boutwell, took three 
men from the schooner this morning. Itis evident 
that the Spanish consul has discovered, through 
his detectives, and transmitted to Washington 
more information than is-potsessed by the federal 
officers here, and itis regretted here that the treas- 
ury department communicated with the revenue 
entter at Cedar Keys instead of instructing the 
collector of this port.

The Supreme Court of the United States Renders an 
Important Decision 

Wasuinoton, April 7.—A question cof con- 
siderable interes: 10 travellers returning from 
abroai, namely: ‘‘What constitutes wearing 
apparelin actual use,’ which by the law 1s 
exempted from. duty, was decided by the 
supreme court of the United States to-day in 
the case of William Astor, piaintiff in error, 
against Edwin A. Merritt, collector in error 


to the United States circuit court 
for the southern dig rict of 
New York. The plaintiff in error, 


acitizen of the United States, arrived home 
from a visbt to Europ? in the end of Septem- 
ber, witb his family by vessel, and brought 
with him wearing apparel bought abroad for 
his and their use, io be worn here during the 
season then approaching, not excessive in 
quantity for persons of their means, habits 
and station ia life,and their ordinary outfit 
for winter.

John Thomas. the Slayer of Lindsey Weaver, Not 
to tiaug Friday as per Appelotment. 

John Thomas, a Campbell county negro, 
was sentenced to be hanged on Friday next 
for the murder of Lindsey Weaver 

Yesterday Gevernor McDaniel commut 
the culprit’s sentence toimprisonp ment in the 
nitentiary for and during the term of 
natural life. 

(in Christmas two years ago the murder w: 
committed at Palmetto. The negroes were, 
together with several others, all in a jovial 
mood and having a lively time fiddling. A 
quarrel arose between Thomas and Weaver, 
a d fina Lully Weaver slap ped pane ee in the 
face. The men were separated and witnesses 
say that Weaver hada knife ¢ oncealed under 
his coat. Thomas was gotten into a grocery 
and afterwards started off in a direction 
which he supposed was away from Weaver. 
He. however, met Weaver and asecond quar- 
rel ensued. Thomas remarking: 

“Lindsey, you hart me when you siapps d 
a 

“Go off from here or I will bus you open, 
was the reply, as Weaver caught himin the 
collag and pushed him off. 

At that instant Thomas drew a pistol and 
fired andatthe same time it was seen that 
Weaver was cutting at him. Weaver 
grappled him and the two fell to the ground, 
Thomas under the bottom. It appeal red that 
he was getting the worst ofthe fight. Sad- 
denly Weaver began to weaken and then fe?! 
dead across the prostrate form of Thomas. 

Thomas was arrested,and at the February 
term of the court his case was called for trial! 
He had no lawyers, and Messrs. Roan and 
Rosser were appoin ted to defend him, They 
had only one day in which to prepare their 
case. but th ey worked hard, They became 
aware of the fact that Weaver had been the 
aramour of Thomas's wife, and that the 
killing was really on that account.
